Applicant's arguments, see lines 21 ff. on pages 4 through 5, filed 10/14/03, with 
respect to Wenglar have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claim 1 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: although the 
prior art of record discloses many of the limitations of the claims, it fails to further teach 
or suggest the cover of the reverse vending machine being removable such that the 
reverse vending machine is operable in the absence thereof.
